Bout ; also in itgabbk-t, ■* ptnaton, carton, 
turnips, cabbnge, and pump kin* ; and, in great 
quantity, in the teed* of plant* and hetha, a* in 
nutt, peat, and beam, Rut we mutt bear in 
mind, that although the acience of chemistry 
hu added much to our knowledge, and done 
much tn advance Ihe inteveata and happinna of 
the human race, yet tht broceu of digettion 
hu ware be** perfecU-d by ehemioa! earwrrl- 
incuti ; nor hat one drop of hlood been created 
In the libuiatoiy of the physiologies It ia not 
enough that the food wa eat thould contain the 
chemical constituent* ot blood : fot llture ate 
peeuliarilie* of con tutu Lion in etch individual, 
whicll render it impossible for tunc lo dlieit* 
particular kind of food, which thill be ettrly 
uainulaud by othett. It i* incumbent there- 
fore on every ntional bring to andetvooi, by 
every potiible effort, to remove obttaclea, and 
aid ihu powen of dtgeiiion, by telecting tuch 
aliment aa i* beat tinted fot each individual, 
and fur ih* dinereni narioda of eaiatenca. Id a 
former lecture, we titled thai the teeth of 
animal* wet* admitted by ell physiologist* lo 
be the beat guide to ihe kind of lood moat 
tuitabl. fbi each apociee ; and the foimiiion 01 
a^owth of cect^ ww considered the proper symp- 
tom to indicate the period for the application of 
varied aliment, Tno absence of tecih in the 
human infant, ipeake plainly, that milk or 
fluid aliment alune thoiild bo given to it I and 
thit opinion is corroboiaLed by Ihe peculiarly 
mild quality of the food, or milk, provided for 
il by nature. How nbauid, IhiEcloie, mu.r tr 
be, lo thtutt down the throat* of lb esc hi I pi est 
innnctnu gruel or panado fit enough fot the 
adult i bat totally nn*ui i able fur ihe' un adult e- 
rattd stomach of the inlant; eholic, griping 
paint irrltablUty of atomaoh. and much inefl*.

Many circumiuncc* combine to convince uc 
thu it w*a not intended by the Creator, that 
we thotild hart any food immediately after 
birth. Nature arldotn provide* ruod or milk 
(tir the infant, for some hour*, oi day*, after 
birth ; and, thia being the case, we are not at 
liberty to tuppon it neceuary for u* to have 
food, immediately, an being ushered into thit 
world I leat, by tuch rerunning, wt thnuld 
Item 10 argue thai the provisions of the Al- 
mighty are imperfect. And, in addition to the 
leuoo Lo be derived from the abttnee of it* na- 
tural fuod, there tie ptculltrilie* in the oigani- 
istloii of the infant, ,which give ua good res- 
*nn* why it thould not have nourithmenl 
for some hour.. Aoaiomiil* have long 
known that Ihe cireuUtion of the 
blood in in* infant it difieretil from thu of The 
adult; and that then la an opening between 
the walla of th* heart, and an aitery leading 
from the heart ; both of which mint be cloud 
■hoilly after birth. Previou. to birth, the 
lung, an not required, and an never expanded, 
and, consequently, the blood which afterwards 
it circulated through the lungs, in order la re- 
ceive oiygeu from the air we breathe, i* now 
forwt-derl immediately from the heart to the 
ealremilie* or throughout the frame.

Itegucling this, the 
prudent mother hat nothing to fear, for the u- 
rangeoienU of the Almighty for her helpless 
oflipting are all petted By the theory of the 
umo Leibig, we are infurmeil, that the fit and 
other uLiiiecctiaty parti arc the tint to be 
wuaied, in the form of carbon ; and in the in- 
fant ws Usui a bountiful provision for thi* waste 
of carbon ; the eoiuuinpEiun of which mmt 
add, itnini'tuuteably, loltit fuiuie growth of the 
infant. I allude to the thytnu* gland, found in 
theantttior part of the cheat* uf infants, and 
to which inalomiat* have not boon able to aa- 
tign any uLUce. Thit gland ia not found in the 
adult ; it gratlualWdiaanpoar* Alter birth, and 
acema neeeatary fijrthc folus only, Rciitg a 
solid subslance, we can easily ace that, it will 
occupy space, and prevent tho cheat falling in, 
while thu lungs are in a stale of collnptc be- 
fore birth. A* aoiui at the citcmal air it ad- 
ruliLed into tlic cheat, ita ptncjice ia aufScient 
lo dilate the lung* and support ihtt chut. Tht 
thymus gland it now nulungtrneccaurv . but, 
on ihu contrary, mini bit on obstacle' in the 
way of the puled eapantion of the lung*, and 
the rontequent support of lib. The pnuute 
of the lungs upon thit gland, nt every eflbrt the 
infant makci to hreilbe , eairaet Ihe gland, 
which hu now pel formed its purl, to be ab- 
aoihed and disappear.

I hit u repealed, agnin, and agtin ; the bowela 
bcomue irritated ; the mesenteric glnnda become 
involved, and unfitted for absorbing the chyle ; 
marasmus or watting tela in ; and the poor in- 
fant il literally alarred by being i Luffed with 
feeding, which il could not digeat, 

ttome robual infants besi teed I ng with im- 
punity, and there may be circumstance* to 
lend or it neceatary ; but these arc the Eieeptioiu, 
nnd ahould notguldo nt. Those infanttilwiy* 
fare best who got oecationally n tcupoooful of 
tout or barley water, to moiilen the mouth 
and throat, until they c*n enjoy their mother'* 
brcut, who get no (ceding till after the period 
of teething, tnd who are thru reatrictetl to fa, 
rinaceou* nutriment, ltuiing childhood the 
digetiivc power* require to bo active, to eupply 
the daily call* for fresh depoaiu, both of bone 
tnd muacle ; but children always thrive belter, 
and tie note roboit, who tat chiefly arinaca- 
ou* food. a. arnwmot, vice, good bread, toge- 
ther with mild vegetable, and ripe fruit*. 

In adult age, the increased atnngth of the 
gaalrio joloe, and the greater talent of mental 
and bodily exercise, to which we an erpoted, 
admit and oven require tha nit of ani- 
mal food, The quantity, however, mutt 
he regulated by the tuength of tha di- 
getiivi- powen ; and ahould be leu in hot 
than in cold climate*. Pnrtora Johnson and 
Phillip, who are rtintldered high authorities, on 
deration, areor opinion, that oily nnd tat meat* 
are difficult to digest. Of animal food they 
place ronison in the Ant cla**, u being the 
rrio.t nutritious and euily digested, neat to 
this they rank the Jean of gnod mutton ; and 
a fter ihii the lean of good beef. Foal and the 



lighter kind* nf fl*h, they e, insider cat Jy di, 
gested, but affording Its* nutriment than beef 



(J»m*, a* partridge, 4c. they 
think euily digeated ; but nbbit, duck, and 
gooat, are dlrrTcult to dint.

Too 
great a viriely of diaho* ia calculated to injur*, 
by provoking glullouv ; but a [requenl change 
nf food is talutary and cunducivt to health, 
Thi* wu proved hy Majendic, by a number nf 
eaiieiininriL* performed un the krwei animals. 
A dog red by hint on whit* bread, dour, and 
water, did nut live in ore than AO daya. An ua 
led on dry rice, and ufterwardt on boiled rice, 
lived only 1 5 day*, Kabhit* and guinea pig*, 
ivliicii fed aolely an any une of the following 
•ubttince* — oat*, barley, cabbage, cn canon, 
died of inanition; of were starved to death in 
lo dtys ; but it these tubstsnee* wefe given 
BimuHanoau*ly, ar in succession, tht animil* 
lived tnd were nourished. 

Physiologist* tn divided in opinion re* peer- 
ing the change effected by the itomach on the 
ingcia introduced into il j *0m» considering 
lhal 1 chemlaal nomhinaLion oecura; while 
others think that tho gastric juice act* merely

cwpt flout thai hi* boon baked with ytstt, or 
mideto undeip the proeeu of fetmentitwn. 
Th* fancy for introducing medicine into bread, 
■• in the lately famed soda bread, hat, like 
marry other ephemeral production*, lived It* 
day, And the magnealan biscuit ot Dr. 
Abort ie thy. it now referred to u one of tht 
wrakncaie* of that gnat man. Ovod Hour, 
yratt, water, and • littler ult, are the only ma- 
tot ial* necessary to make bread ; and the lew* 
we get of alum and oilier drug* in our food, we 
shall fare the better, When medicine it 
required, it thould be admitiialorad separalcly. 
It ia worthy of remark, that tht pmc ess of 
fermentation continues for some houn after 
the bread u removed from the oven, and, 
con.e.piently, our loaf ahould be one day old 
before it bt rstten, 

For the nu of vegetable*-, !t ia difficult lo lay 
down any tied rule ; eves the greuei kinda, 
U onion, eabtnga, peas, and buns, have ■ 
happy effect with torn*, while lo othen they 
prove highly injurious. Climate alum greatly 
lh» qualities of vegetable*. The potato* grown 
here li i cartels- edible, and ahould be need 
sparingly, while in Ireland it 1* th* thief 
tuppon, *nd lint *uch a marked influence in 
mul tip tying *oeiety p that the naiion hu in- 
c ceased from one lo eight million, vriihin the 
list eentuiT and a half, dnpiip of internal 
feuds and emigration. Our pumpkin makes a 
grwd aubatitiilt for the potaloe; nur carrot* 
■ nd parsnip I are lighter and better than in 
England, and nothing cm exceed the flneneu 
of our cauliflower. I'nkt. the stomach 
be pievioutly deranged, or preternatu- 
rslly weak, any of the four lut 
named vegetable* will be euily digested. 
The use of oucumher, of which the melon it t 
species, it u old u the dart ol Tiberius ; but 
to moot pennnt it i* indigestible, ud when 
eaten to excess, has. in re any lostsncss, bet n 
ratal. Orchard and garden fruil*, when ripe, 
otTord a eoondswable portion of nutriment, and 
with moat persons, have * salutary effect. But 
acelmis fermentation ia certain to set in, when 
the digestion powen an weak, tnd either vege 
table* or fruit an too long retained In the 
•tomich. A diugneable feeling of fullness 
and di *li-m ion cf Store Ich. a e Ihe Ant 
symptom* that attract the attention ; and if the 
fermentstion be considerable, dimculij of 
bretthing, and a icnaatian of suffocation follow 
in train. This latter feeling i* caused by the 
cubonic acid gaa, generated by arclou* far. 
mentati.in. eacsping through thecoittof the 
stomseh, pasting ihrough the diaphgnm, or 
inutile that aepantc. the .tomathfmm tht 
cheat, and rti.lorlging Ihe viwl air : by which 
meant the person •nfler*, u (hough he had 
inhaled some irreapirible or poiwnoua ex- 
halation, nnd death may ensue as hy asphyxia.

A sum 1m error i* 
committed by many delicate penon*, who ttkt 
long walkt with the hop* ofincreu^ig thelr 
sppelitcs; and tit down tu brcskrut nr dinntr 
exhausted hy th* exertion thty bare made. 
These penon* invariably add to their premiss 
debility, ud multiply their ntals4ti* hy d*. 
tncling from tho amount of their diasttin 
powen, which were sir tad y loo low. task 
penon* ihould hart moderate exercise about 
an hour after meal ; but ahould havt ran tn 
al least half an hour before taking food. It ia
